Tne Toronto World (nationalist) is horri- 
fied at the idea that a French Canadian colo- 
ny islikely to be established in the northern

fow can Canada ever exist as an independ- 
ent nation with such sentinents existing be- 
tween the two races which must compose it? 


Hon. Mr. Wuite said at Calgary in answer 
to the request for the abolition of the land 
board and the trial of land cases by local 
judges: ‘ A court of law would simply deal 
with the cases brought before it according to 
the evidence adduced, having no regard be- 
yond that as to what decision would best 
serve the interests of the country and carry 
out the policy best suited to the settlement 
of the lands,” That is, the land hoacd is in- 
stituted not to render justice but to carry 
out a policy —whieh so far happens to have 
been one of injustice. This is the clearest 
and most authoritive reason for the South 
Branch outbreak that has yet been given. 


Tur Regina Leader aims to be a leader of 
North-West opinion and also of opinions on 
North-West matters, A laudable ambiticn. 
In August last it formulated a platform 
broad enough for a large number of the peo- 
ple of the North-West to stand on, and con- 
taining many sound planks, This platform 
was endorsed by the Toronto Globe, but the 
Leader, instead of accepting the assistance 
thus offered ahuses the Globe, asserting that 
it only supports the platform from a desire 
to pipe Ey Hhegint capital. Supposing this to 
be a valid eharge of an actual crime, may 
not the same charge with equa! justice be 
laid at the door of the paper which refuses 
assistance in the cause it advocates. 
The school of practical politics to which no 
doubt the Leader belongs should not deal 
with motives, which are mere matters of 
theory, but with practical words and actions. 


Nor the least hopeful feature in regard to 
the new minister of the interior is that he 
declares himself utterly ignorant of the land 
laws nade by his department and their ef- 
fects. This is something new. Formerly 
every official of the department from the 
minister down, whether he had ever set foot 
in the North-Westor not, knew more about 
the requirements of the individual settler 
than he did himself. Mr. White declarer 
that he is now ignorant but is willing and 
anxious to learn from those best capable of 
teaching him —-the settlers themselvers This 
announcement niust make cold chills run 
down the backs of some of the departmental 
dudes. To think that the minister himself, 
the preat I Am, should condescend, not only 
to listen to but to learn from —and to visit 
for the purpose of learning from-—the settler 
himself what his wantsand requirements are, 
mist make reason almost totter on her 
throne.

inthe BULLETIN are attacked as unsparingly, 
while the government itself has by teany of 
its late actions acknowledged the necessity 
for reform and set about the work. The con- 
tention of the BULLETIN has been that the

THE CZAR SPEAKS, 


Wuart the new minister of the interior has 
to say on North-West topics is naturally of 
great interest to North-Weeters. At Qu’- 
Appelle he probably unburdened himself 
more fully than at any other point. Although 
he states little or nothing definitely he ex- 
press views and opinions that sais from 

im are important. Rewarding parliamen- 
tary representation he said ‘‘ You are enti- 
tled to have and will undoubtedly [very soon 
receive the representation which every citi- 
zen of afree country is entitled to havein 
the councils of the country.” Reversing, to 
the control of territorial funds by the lieu- 
tenant-governor he said: ‘‘ This condition of 
things must pass away, and the system: that 

revails in the provinces must prevail in the 

orth-West territories as well.” On the re- 
quest for responsible government he said : 
**{ think a very much simpler and very much 
easier system of government could be given 
to the people through their representatives— 
the powers that all the other provinces have, 
but ata very much less cost than the pro- 
vincial machinery brings about.” As to in- 
creased railway facilities he hinted that more 
had been done in that matter lately in the 
North-West than in the older provinces, and 
esid: ‘lam nowa minister and therefore 
cannot announce to you what the policy of 
the government will be.” To the request for 
a liberalinterpretation of the land laws he 
said : ‘' I shall always give to the land laws 
that kind of liberal interpretation that will 

revent an accident from causing a man to 
lose the advantages of the labor bestowed on 
thie improvement of his homestead.” He in- 
clined to the continuance of the pre-emption 

rivilege on the very sensible «round that 
a mixed system pf farming such as is ne- 
cessary in the North-West a comparatively 
large area is required, As to homesteading 
the odd sections he declared that it was im- 
possible to deal with lands that had been 
granted as bonuses to railroads but said: 
**1 would not be surprised if the government 
would determine to throw open all the lands 
that remain in the hands of the government 
for homestead and pre-emptiou.” To the 
request for the alteration of the North-West 
quae law he said : **The prohibition of the

Wrens it is in and by the act of the 
Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geueral of Indian Affaire 
tay, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by Pie notice to 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Tecrito- 
tories or in any = thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; an every 
person who after such notice, without the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, or, inany other man- 
ner conveys to any Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a nalty 
of not more than two hundred dol ars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had: 

Now Know Ye that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super: 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest 80 to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
xift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or bail 
cartridge is hereby ee and that ey- 
ery person who, after this notice, without 
the permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in el 
part thereof, any fixed ammunition or bail 
cartridge, willincur the penalties provided 
by the said act.
